The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowable 
because the prior art does not t each or suggest an optical recording media of the WORM-type 
which is recorded with blue laser light having a first inorganic layer formed of the claimed oxide in 
combination with a second inorganic layer or organic layer where the second inorganic layer or 
organic layer are capable of suppressing the deformation or breakage of the first inorganic layer and 
receiving the change of state of the first inorganic layer. The closest prior art, US 5,837,424, 
discloses the use of oxides such as Mo03 or V205 in recording media but not with WORM 
recording media.
